Applicant's arguments in the appeal brief filed on 8/18/04, especially on pages 15-17 are 
convincing in overcoming the rejections in the last office action. It is agreed that the Younger 
patent (US 5,743,823) describes modifying an existing factory installed engine, however, the . 
Younger patent only describes generally removing and replacing springs and valves. Younger 
does not specifically teach the steps claimed in claims 1-20. The claimed steps are clearly 
described on pages 15-17 of the appeal brief filed 8/18/04 and is distinguished from the Younger 
patent.
